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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argunDenfs are not 
persuasive. Applicant's request for reconsideration has been entered. In response to 35 (JSC § 1 12, first paragraph rejection, 
applicant must address both Figures 1 and 4 and how they both con-espond to the claim language as supported by the 
specification. Applicant did not explain how both figures 1 and 4 could be con-ect in light of the specification on line with the 
claim language. Figure 4 clearly shows that the stub [element 455], not the proxy [element 410], issues the method call using 
the second protocol. On p. 8, applicant states that claim 1 is directed to a single proxy object that is capable of performing 
both translations by its self. However, figure 4 shows that the translations are performed by the proxy and stub separately. 
This is similar to the teaching of Weber, which request different components to perform the translations. 
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
